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How  To  Grow  Cabbage 

To  grow  a  good  Spring  crop  of  Cabbage 
we  would  advise  deep  sandy  loam  with  south¬ 
ern  slope,  if  possible.  Cabbage  is  a  heavy 
feeder  and  therefore,  should  have  plenty  of 
fertilizer,  not  less  than  1,000  pounds  per 
acre  and  a  ton  is  better.  Set  with  frost-proof 
plants  as  early  as  possible  to  prepare  your 
soil.  Set  plants  up  to  the  first  leaves.  This 
will  prevent  the  stem  freezing  and  bursting 
open  which  causes  most  of  the  plants  to  die. 
Plants  should  be  set  in  rows,  pointed  type 
12  to  15  inches  apart  in  drill,  round  and  flat 
type  12  to  24  inches.  First  cultivation  should 
be  deep  and  when  starting  to  head  cultivate 
shallow,  applying  about  200  pounds  nitrate 
of  soda  per  acre.  To  those  who  use  frost¬ 
proof  Cabbage  plants  the  first  time,  plants 
may  look  yellow  and  dried  out  when  received 
but  this  will  not  hurt  them  and  they  will  re¬ 
vive  quickly  when  placed  in  Avater  or  put  in 
the  field.  Frost-proof  Cabbage  plants  may  be 
set  much  earlier  than  hot-bed  or  cold  frame 
plants. 

Frost-proof  plants  will  grow  good  root 
system  before  Spring  arrives  and  when 
once  the  weather  warms  up  they  will  make 
large,  tender  heads,  two  to  three  weeks 
earlier  than  home-grown  plants. 

Copenhagen  Market — This  is  one  of  the 
earliest  strains  of  the  round  headed  Cabbage, 
matures  as  early  as  the  Charleston  Wake¬ 
field,  heads  are  round,  uniform ‘shape  and  is 
planted  more  extensively  throughout  the 
United  States  than  any  other  Cabbage 
grown.  It  is  fine  for  home  use  and  market 
gardeners  trade. 
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Charleston  or  Large  Wakefield — This  va¬ 
riety  has  all  the  fine  qualities  of  the  Early 
Jersey  Wakefield  with  much  larger  heads  and 
less  pointed.  It  is  a  week  to  ten  days  later 
than  the  Early  Jersey  Wakefield  and  we  have 
more  calls  for  this  variety  than  any  other 
kind  grown.  It  is  used  extensively  through¬ 
out  the  South  and  very  popular  with  the 
market  gardeners. 

Early  Jersey — Heads  are  extremely  solid, 
pyramidal  shape  and  most  excellent  quality 
with  a  little  outside  foliage.  Heads  are  very 
firm,  of  the  finest  quality  and  very  desirable 
for  market  and  home  use. 

Golden  Acre — This  Cabbage  resembles  the 
Copenhagen  Market  and  is  about  ten  days 
earlier  and  slightly  smaller  heads.  Its  earli¬ 
ness  spells  prosperity  for  those  who  plant 
them. 

Early  Flat  Dutch — This  is  a  good  second 
early  Cabbage,  heads  are  large  flat  type, 
very  firm  and  a  sure  header  under  adverse 
weather  conditions.

All  Tomato  plants  are  packed  with  roots 
wrapped  in  damp  Spagnum  Moss,  in  well  ven¬ 
tilated  crates,  and  can  be  set  in  the  fields 
immediately  when  they  reach  you.

Break  of  Day — A  new  introduction  of  wilt 
resistance.  It  produces  large,  smooth,  meaty 
red  globular  fruit;  large  as  Marglobe  and 
early  as  Earliana. 

Gulf  State  Market  —  A  popular  Tomato 
with  growers  who  ship  to  distant  markets. 
Vines  are  vigorous  and  withstands  blight  ex¬ 
ceptionally  well.  Round  globe  shape,  smooth 
and  free  from  cracks.
